TBE OLD TESTAMENT 
HEVISKD. 


It is announced that the now revision 


ot the bible will appear in this country 
ou the 21st jf May, and that in .England 
the publication day will be the 10th. The 
Harpers' are getting out ati edition in 
'our volumes to matsh the pica edition 
of the New Testament revision published 
by them in 1SS1, but the cost will bo $10 
per stt, which will mako tho work too ex- 
pensive for general circulation. 
It hps 


not yet bton announced at what time tbe 
American Bible society will issue a 
cheaper cditon for the masses of tho peo- 
ple. 


Some historical facts connected with 


tho revision of the biblo will bo of iuter. 
est at this particular time. In 1870, tho 
convocation of Canterbury appointed a 
committee. 
The 
British 
committee 


agreed to send their work to tho Ameri- 
can committee, who were to cxumino it 
and rotuin it with their s-UKRestions. If 
the suggestions were not adopted they 
were to be presented to the public in an 
appendix to tbe revised version. 


On tho 17th of May, 1881, tho first 


copy of theEevised New Testament was 
wubmittei to tho convocation from Can- 
terbury, and on the same day the book 
was formally published.. Its sale for a 
time was phenomenally large, reaching 
about 2,CCO,OCO copies in (ho first four 
days, but churches generally refused to 
adopt the revised edition, and thousands 
of copies, the retail j.rice of which 
ranged from 40 to 75 cents per oopy, 
sold at; from 10 to 15 cents. It is not;iikc- 
ly that tbe Revised Old Testament v>ilj 
sell as well S3 tho Revised New Testa- 
ment, for two reasons: (I) because it is 
muoh more expensive than tbe New 
Testament; and (2) because there will be 
less demand for the Old TestameEt for 
the reason that there is less doctrinal in- 
terest in' it than iu the Hew, Tho British 
company of Old Testament revisers origi- 
nally numbered tbirtj-seven 
persons, 


and represented tho best biblical scholar- 
ship ot the country. Of theee, nine have 
died since tho work began. 
The Old 


Testament company in America number- 
od fifteen peisons, of whom tiro aro now 
dead. 


While tho revision of .the Old Testa- 


ment has been awaited with considerable 
interest, it has been known that there 
have been no radical changes made in 
the text. No fundamental doctrines of 
the Christian ^church .really rests on 
passages 
in 
the 
Old 
Testament 


and chiefly for this reason iho sale of 
the revision will doubtless be much lees 
than that of the New Testament, A good 
many have thought that the work of the 
revisors will virtually come to naught 
on account of no sprdally -important 
changes being made in the translation; 
but it muit be remembered that the Old 
Testament js almost hopelessly obscure 
in its meaning to the overage reader, and 
to make such passages plainer has been 
the aim of the committee whioh was 
composed ot tbe best scholars of modern 
times.

to mysflt "now is tho time to make my- 
self and the hotol solid witb the preuf," 
L know that tbe pen was mightier thun 
the carving-knife, and tbat tbe press, had 
lufiuence that, properly worked, would 
make tho hotel Known far and wide. So 
I gave tbe editor the best room, and told 
the head waiter to fill that man up, re- 
gardless, I have never fceen a man tLut 
seemed to enjoy a stay at a hotel as he 
did, 
I made it one continual round oC 


pltasure for him. Cigars and liquors 
ivere as free as salvation, and wUea he 
offeree! to pay his bill, I said, "JSo, not a 
ouut. 
You 
are 
welcome 
to 
oar 


hospitalities. 
Corns 
anytime, 
an;l 


btay 
longer, 
and 
don't ever] again 


allude to pay." 
Well, ho acted as though 


he was sorry he was going an-uy, and tho 
uoxt week his paper came out with an 
item to tbe offset that the proprietors oT 
the Hyatt HOUSB him made a ten strike 
in securing the services of the gentle- 
manly and urbane George Peck for clerk, 
I had never seen my name in print be- 
fore as gentlemanly and urbane, and I 
was not exactly clear what the word 
"urbane" meant, but it looked well, and 
I was happy. 
After the editor went 


away tbo proprietor of tho hotel camo to 
roe and wanted SG to buy meat, and when 
I told him I conldn't let him have auy 
money until a Chicago drummer paid 
his bill and went away, he asked me 
what bad become of the money tbe Wa- 
tortown editor had paid, I hud to tell 
him the buldheaded truth, that I had 
uot cnarged him a cent, and tbat it wai 
n part ot my scheme- tu work thu press in 
tliat way and boom the tiotol. Tbo pro- 
prietor was not. He su;d tbut I would 
rum tbe hotel business in that way iu 
about (our days, und that 1 conld charge 
up tbe amount of the editor's bill to my- 
self. It was a cruel blow, but I stood it.

failure, and brought mo into disrespect 
as a hotel clerk, in tbat early day, 1 am 
proud to flay that the good seed sown by 
meat that time baa taken root, and all 
geod hotels are solid with tho press and 
nothing is too good for tbe wiolders of 
the Faber, and no words aro too good iu 
tho average newspaper for tbo hotel man.

With tho present improved roads and 
tho perfected system o! land po.-tago pist 
the cataracts, and tho uw of sovon steam- 
boats above Stanlay Pool, it is found that it 
nood not take many days longer now to 
roach Stanley Falls, about 1,230 miles from 
tbo coast, than it did to reach Stanley Pool, 
335 railed inlnnii tnroo yoora ago.. 


Sumo of tbeso steamboat* are pushing up 


the largo affluents o£ the Congo, which, ac- 
cord ms to Stanley, will make 5,000 miles ot 
river navigation in tho Congo basin availa- 
ble to commerce. We aro treated- ovory lit- 
tle while to somo fresh surprise with regard 
to tho great rivor or its tributaries. M. 
Giraud, for instance, who roturr.ci to 
Franco tho other day from Ills trip. to tho 
head wators o£ tho Congo, says tho river 
actor leaving Lake1 Bangwoolo turns -ab- 
ruptly southwest, and flows In that direction 
for 150 miles baforo it turns north toward 
Lako Mooro. If his information is correct, 
it adds nearly 300 miles to tho longta of tao 
river, which, since Stanley lollowod it to 
tho ocean, has been known to be tho greatest 
rivor in Africa, and probably second only to 
tbo Amazon in tbo volume of water it poura 
into tho sea, and -in its navigable oxtont. 


Tho work of suppressing the Arab ulavo 


dealers from Zanzibar bids fair to involve 
tho r.oiv state In sarious rosponsibilitioi 
Sixtoon months ago tho most western point 
reached by those Arabs was Nyangwo on 
tho Congo, about 300 miles west ot Lako 
Tanganyika. They have recently appeared, 
Uowovor, yOO miles further down tho Congo, 
ami have desolated villages and dragged 
tho nntivoi into slavery in territory claimed 
by tlie> International association. It was in 
this nart of Uio Congo that Gordon eipsctod 
to face the slave dealer and forco him to 
givo up hi, crual trado, and it will bo a 
bonofidont work if the International asso- 
ciation rescues tho natives of tho upper 
Congo fru:n this scourge of central Afrioii.
